The successful ad writer is simple, direct, sincere and gives the impression of 
honesty. There is nothing funny or deceptive about the work. Tile greatest ad 
man I ever saw was rough and uncouth, but he got out among the people and 
found out what they wanted and how to reach them. I had a commission to 
write ads for irrigated lpnds, and my first step was to visit the lands, become 
acquainted with them and convince myself of their worth. The best ad writer 


is the man who u s q s the same honesty and directness that the salesman uses.”
